weeped and mourned for — the 
Parliament , but now finding ( by 
reaſon of the Stars under which they 
fir ) that their Glaſſe is runne, and 
their thred is cut ; I have put my 
honſe in order, and —— 
ning , to entertaine my 
Gueſts, upon whom I doe intend to beſtow muca coſt at their 
funerall ; and for their ſecurity that I take care of them, let 
them but enquire whether I have not provided great long pec- 
ets of horſedownes bisket , which is made of the belt hempe 
thoſe ConfeRioners could provide, many of them having kept 
it by them this 7 yeares for my uſe , ne well whats 
banquet TI ſhould have neede of when it pleaſed their Father 
Pluto to ſend them to me. 
| AndnowT ſhall give you a note of the names of all my at- 
tendants , and Officers which are to wait upon me that day » 
and a briefe deſcription of their abilities , and Offices in my 
Pallace of Tyborne, or my Citty Court at Tower-hill. 
Firſt I doe appoint my new-come gallant Mr. upſtart Skip»
